What Jesus Said About Himself 
Is Jesus the Messiah? 



So often today one hears the familiar ring of one of the most 
fraudulent charges against Jesus: that he never claimed to be the 
Messiah of Israel. The Messiah was to be sent from heaven, was to 
fulfill every Old Testament Prophecy, e.g. to come from Bethlehem 
(Micah 5:7); to be born of a virgin (Isaiah 7,9,11); 

to be God made man (Isaiah 9:6) ; to be rejected and crucified (e.g. 
Psalm 22 and Isaiah 53) and to conquer death (e.g. Ps 110). Volumes 
have been written over the centuries about what the Old Testament, 
the 'Tenach' says about the Messiah and the fulfillments in Jesus or 
'Yshua', so that the iteration of what has been done of a certitude 
would be superfluous. What has been less dealt with over the 
centuries is what Jesus declared about himself, what others declared 
about Jesus, what disinterested bystanders declared, and what God 
and his adversaries declared about this 'wonder' filled person we 
call the Messiah. 

Unbelievers on a college campus love to harp on two main 
principles: 1) the Bible is just a book written by men (though it is by 
the Holy Spirit), and 2) that Jesus never claims to be God, or the 
Messiah. Nothing could be further from the truth as the first in this 
series will show: short of a Bible Study, this short booklet provides 
in the first ten chapters of the Gospel of John, relevant passages 
recording what Jesus declared about himself with regard to his 
being one with God, sent by God, being God's Messiah, and his role 
and mission as Messiah. Without comment, the scriptures are so 
many and complete, that whether one chooses to believe or not 
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believe, one can soundly defeat the argument that Jesus never 
claimed to be the Messiah. 

The short collection of scriptures here is the first in a series of 
pertinent scriptures without interpretation which show clearly what 
the scriptures actually say, regarding the countless attempts to 
'spin' the Gospels for personal ideologies. Part II will continue with 
Chapters 11 through the end of the Gospel of the beloved apostle 
John, whose main teaching themes over and over were the love of 
God, and the Messiahship of Jesus. Part III looks at what his disciples 
and others said about their Rabbi and Savior. 

Part IV looks at what the adversaries of Jesus said about Christ the 
Messiah, and Part V denotes the opinion of heaven in the Scriptures. 
Based upon a series of teachings from 2005 to 2010, the attempt 
here is not to write a theological treatise on the topic, but to present 
a view, straight from the Scriptures themselves, and let each living 
soul decide for himself, the question haunting every generation: 
Who is Jesus, and what is our obligation of belief. The hope is that 
this foundation will be useful for individuals facing that eternal 
question and useful as well to pastors and teachers for sermon and 
study development.

Jesus answered and said unto them, This is the work of God, that ye 
believe on him whom he hath sent.

And this is the Father's will which hath sent me, that of all which he 
hath given me I should lose nothing, but should raise it up again at 
the last day.

And this is the will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth 
the Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting life: and I will 
raise him up at the last day. [Jhn 6:40 KJV] 

No man can come to me, except the Father which hath sent me draw 
him: and I will raise him up at the last day.

Jesus said unto them, If God were your Father, ye would love me: for 
I proceeded forth and came from God; neither came I of myself, but 
he sent me. [Jhn 8:42 KJV] 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep my saying, he shall never 
see death. [Jhn 8:51 KJV] 

12Jesus answered, If I honour myself, my honour is nothing: it is my 
Father that honoureth me; of whom ye say, that he is your God: [Jhn 
8:54 KJV] 

Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and he saw [it], and 
was glad. [Jhn 8:56 KJV] 

Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before Abraham 
was, I AM. [Jhn 8:58 KJV] 
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Chapter 9
